But last Feb. 1, the State Su­ 
preme Co urt reversed that co nvic­ 
tio n, ho lding that since the sho o t­ 
ing o ccurred o n a federal reserva­ 
tio n, the matter was o ne fo r fed­ 
eral—no t state—pro secutio n. 
SPECULATIONS ARISE 
This raised the po ssibility that 
the cases o f all 105 Indians in 
state priso ns including so me 40 in 
San Quentin might have to be 
re-ex amined to determine where 
the crimes o ccurred. 
But the state appealed this de­ 
cisio n and the Supreme Co urt 
granted a rehearing fo r the pur­ 
po se o f “ giving further co nsidera­ 
tio n to the questio n o f receiving 
additio nal evidence.” 
Yesterday ’s 
ruling 
said 
“ the 
stipulated facts are insufficient to 
sho w’ that co urts o f the state were 
witho ut jurisdictio n. . . . And 
therefo re, the applicatio n to pro ­ 
duce additio nal evidence is de­ 
nied.” 
CARTER DISSENTS 
J ustice J esse W. Carter, dis­ 
sented. He said the sho o ting o c­ 
curred o n what is kno wn as the 
Maggie J im land allo tment in 
Madera Co unty and the land wras 
held in trust by the United States, 
co nsequently it was “ Indian co un­ 
try .” 
As such, Carter co ncluded, the 
sho o ting came under the catego ry 
o f crimes by Indians, which sho uld 
be punished under federal laws. 
He denied, as witho ut merit, a 
state co ntentio n that Califo rnia 
had co ncurrent jurisdictio n with 
the federal go vernment in such 
cases.

Taxpayers who sell their home,

All these groups may fin d tax 
ben efits for them almost hidden 
in the hun dreds of thousan ds of 
words? of the n ext tax revision 
act. 
Most of the chan ges are ef­ 
fective last Jan . 1, an d will show' 
up in tax return s due n ext April 
15. Here is a run dow n on possi­ 
ble tax cuts 
for 
these 
special 
groups: 
W IDOW S, W IDOW ERS — For 
two years after the death of a 
wife or husban d, you m ay still 
split your in come for tax p ur­ 
poses as most m arried couples do. 
T his often puts you in a lower 
tax bracket. But to claim this 
provision , you m ust be sup p o rt­ 
in g a depen den t son or d augh ­ 
ter. 
SINGLE HEAD of households 
—You m ay n ow qualify for this 
tax status if you are sin gle an d 
support a paren ts who lives aw’ay 
from your own home. 
U n der the old law, the paren t 
had to live in your home. The 
“sin gle head of household” s ta ­ 
tus gives you on e-half the ben e­ 
fits of in come splittin g, explain ed 
above. 
POLICEM EN — Now can de­ 
duct subsisten ce allowan ces up 
to S5 a day, which were coun ted 
as taxable in come un der the old 
law. This could m ean a tax cut 
of about $364 a year for m an y 
federal, state an d local officers. 
M IN ISTERS — Cash paym en ts 
to a m in ister for ren tal of a 
home were coun ted as in come 
un der the old law, although the 
ren tal value of a parson age pro­ 
vided for the m in ister was e x­ 
empt. U n der the new- law, the 
cash allowan ce also is exem pt to 
the exten t it is actually used for 
housin g. 
INVENTORS, writers, artists— 
U n der the old law, in come from 
a project which took less th an 
three years to complete was taxed 
in the year in which it was re ­ 
ceived. In come 
from 
projects 
which took three years or more, 
even though received in on e year, 
could be spread for tax purposes 
over three back years. U n der the 
n ew law, in come m ay be spread 


over a period of 
years 
if 
the 
project takes on ly two years or 
more to complete. This m ean s 
in come 
from 
more such work 
m ay be spread, an d thus taxed 
a t a lower rate. 
W riters an d artists m ay spread 
in come over the actual period of 
work up to 36 m on ths. The time 
spread for in ven tors has been in ­ 
creased from 36 to 60 m on ths. 
You qualify for this advan tage 
on ly if 80 per cen t or more of 
the in come from the project is 
received in on e year. Otherwise, 
you pay taxes on the in come as 
it is received year by year. 
SALE OF HOMES — Profit 
from sale of a person al residen ce 
is taxed un less in vested in a n ­ 
other home. Even then , the prof­ 
it is kept in the record. If you 
later sell the secon d home, or a 
third 
or 
fourth 
or fifth, 
an d 
don ’t rein vest all your profits in 
an other home, the total profit 
on all the tran saction s can be 
taxed. In figurin g your profit, 
the n ew law perm its you to d e ­ 
duct such sellin g expen ses as real 
estate commission s an d “fixin g 
up ” costs — pain tin g an d other 
im provem en ts completed 90 days 
before the sale, in order to help 
m ake the house salable. 
COOPERATIVE housin g — If 
you live in a cooperative housin g 
project, the n ew law' perm its you 
to deduct your share of in terest 
an d taxes paid by the coopera­ 
tive. The old law gran ted this d e­ 
duction on ly to taxpayers livin g 
in cooperative apartm en ts. 
BUSINESS PA R TN ER S—P a r t­ 
n ers who m eet a complex list of 
qualification s m ay choose to pay 
taxes as a corporation , ra th er 
th a n in dividual in come taxes on 
their partn ership proceeds. This 
m ay be a big advan tage to p a r t­ 
n ers in top in come brackets. But 
m ost profession al groups, such 
as doctors, lawyers, accoun tan ts 
an d en gin eers, are ruled Put. 
PREPA ID INCOME — U n der 
the old law, if you received a 
lum p-sum paym en t for use of 
property or your services over 
a n um ber of future years, the in ­ 
come was fully taxed in the year 
it was received. T h is would apply 
to ren tals, leases, television ser­ 
vice con tracts, club dues, an d so 
forth. U n der the n ew’ law% this 
in come m ay be spread for tax 
purposes over the years in which 
the in come is actually earn ed 
an d in which your costs are in ­ 
curred. In m ost cases this period 
can n ot exceed five years after 
receipt of the in come. 


If you as a con sum er are ex­ 
pectin g the en d of 
high 
rigid 
farm price supports, as just vot­ 
ed by Con gress, to brin g down 
food costs appreciably, if a t all, 
at your grocery m arket, it would 
be just as well to forget about 
it. It h a s n ’t happen ed so far an d 
there is n o eviden ce th a t it will. 
F a rm prices have been goin g 
down 
almost 
un iformly. Retail 
prices 
have 
been 
m ain tain in g 
th eir peak levels alm ost un ifo rm ­ 
ly, sometimes in creasin g. T here 
is n o visible prospect th a t this 
p a tte rn will chan ge. 


TH ERE ARE reason s. On the 
basis of figures provided by the 
D epartm en t of Agriculture, high 
food 
costs are n ot the result : f 
high 
retail profits an d they are 
n ot the result of some pern icious 
m iddlem an ’s plot to gouge the 
housewife. 
I coun t myself n o apologist of 
high food 
prices, but the re a ­ 
son s 
retail 
prices have n ot de­ 
clin ed while farm prices have 
declin ed are prim arily the high 
labor costs in volved in all a s­ 
pects of processin g an d distri­ 
bution an d the fan cier, costlier 
m ethods of packagin g which the 
con sumers prefer even if they do 
cost more. 


T H E 
AVERAGE 
m arketin g 
spread for all foods — which Is 
the differen ce between w hat the 
farm er gets an d w hat the con ­ 
sum er pays — is today about 56 
cen ts of the con sum er dollar. T his 
is actually six cen ts less th a n it 
was in 1939, though five cen ts 
higher th a n it was in 1945, sin ce 
which time the drop in farm 
prices has n ot been reflected in 
a drop in retail prices. Here are 
a few examples draw n from of­ 
ficial govern m en t statistics: 
In Jun e of 
this 
year 
farm 
prices declin ed 4 per cen t; re­ 
tail food prices advan ced 
per 
cen t. 


IN 1953, W HILE w heat prices 
were declin in g 6 per cen t, retail 
prices of 
cereals 
an d 
bakery 
products in creased 2 
per 
cen t. 
F urth e r in creases in retail prices 
have occurred in 1954 although 
farm prices of w heat have gon e 
down further. 
In Ja n ua ry 1948 the farm price 
of w heat reached a peak of $2.81 
a bushel an d the average price 
of a on e-poun d loaf of bread was 
13 8 cen ts. Today the farm price 
of wheat has dropped to $1.91 a 
bushel yet the average price of 
a on e-poun d loaf of bread h a s 
in creased 
to 
17 
cen ts. T hus 
while the price of w heat d e ­ 
clin ed 32 per cen t, the price of 
bread has advan ced 23 per cen t. 
The farm * alue of the w heat in 


a on e-poun d loaf of bread it 
on ly 2.7 cen ts. 


IN TH E LAST half of 1947 th« 
farm value of the corn in a 12- 
oun ce package of corn flakes was 
4 5 cen ts an d the average retail 
price was 16 cen ts. In the first 
three m on ths of 1954 the farm 
value of the corn in this pack­ 
age of corn flakes had dropped 3 
cen ts, while the average retail 
price of the 
corn 
flakes 
h ad 
jum ped to 22 cen ts. 
Both the farm prices of milk 
an d b utte rfa t 
an d 
the 
retail 
prices of dairy products reached 
a peak in 1952. Sin ce then farm 
prices have dropped 20 poin ts 
while retail 
prices 
dropped 
9 
poin ts on the 
in dex 
of 
dairy 
prices. 
F arm ers who supply milk for 
the Chicago m ark et received 8 
cen ts a qua rt an d farm ers who 
supply milk for the New York 
City m arket received 12 cen ts a 
qua rt in Jun e of this year for 
the 
milk for fluid use which 
cost urban housewives 25 cen ts a 
quart delivered to their doors. 


T H IS S rR E A D between farm 
prices an d retail prices is boun d 
to seem in ordin ately high to the 
con sumer, particularly when the 
drop in farm prices is n ot re­ 
flected 
in 
an y .drop 
in 
retail 
prices. 
But retail prices are n ot fixed 
whimsically. They 
reflect 
ob­ 
jective econ omic* factors an d if 
farm prices had n ot come down 
very probably retail prices would 
have gon e up still further. 
The added services dem an ded, 
or at least accepted, by con sum ­ 
ers con stitutes on e of the im ­ 
p o rtan t reason s. There has been 
a steady upward tren d in the 
am oun t of m arketin g service pro­ 
vided to the housewife, in cludin g 
c ut-up poultry in stead of live 
chicken s, 
frozen 
in stead 
of 
can n ed food, ready-to-m ake bis­ 
cuits an d cake mix In stead of 
flour. 


T H IS IS ONE of the circum ­ 
stan ces which explain s the fact 
th a t the n um ber of workers in 
the m arketin g 
of 
farm 
food 
products in creased from 3 4 to 
4 9 million 
between 
1929 
an d 
1953. 
T ran sportation , 
p r o c e s s i n g, 
wholesalin g an d 
retailin g 
are 
costly but n eeded items alon g the 
road from farm er to con sumer. 
Profits of 
all 
food 
m arketin g 
agen cies take less th a n 4 cen ts 
out of the con sum er’s dollar. 
More efficien t m arketin g could 
help, but on ly slightly. I kn ow of 
n o on e who foresees an ythin g 
likely to chan ge this price pic­ 
ture.

Merrydale Sewer Talk Snags 


Existing plans for the $80,496 
Merrydale sewer line and treat­ 
ment plant project blew up yes­ 
terday at an informal discussion 
held by the County Board of Su ­ 
pervisors. 


After hearing representatives of 
the San Rafael school board and 
property owners protest the dis­ 
trict’s special assessment, approved 
by the board of supervisors last 
week, the supervisors decided to 
reopen the assessment hearings. 


Tentatively set 
for 
2:30 
p.m. 
Sept. 7, the hearings will include 
both the assessments for the proj­ 
ect and the proposed annexation 
of the project area to San Rafael 
Meadows. 


Before the discussion, Chairman 
W illiam Fusselman made it clear 
that the board of supervisors was 
not the “ instigator” of the project. 
He said the project was started 
by property owners in the area. 
The board was the official body 
through which the group must 
work. 


As tension mounted and tempers 
flared, representatives attempted 
to clear up a series of misunder­ 
standings about the project and 
the 
recently-adopted 
assessment 
figures. 


Representatives included K e n ­ 
neth Jones, legal counsel for the 
project; Lawrence W right, attor­ 
ney for some property owners in ­ 
cluded in the district; Harold F u l­ 
kerson, San Rafael school board 
member; 
Frank Lucas, superin­ 
tendent of San Rafael schools; 
Rex Silvernale. San Rafael school 
board member; J. W arren Nute, 
project engineer; Rod Hammond, 
San 
Rafael 
architect; 
Richard 
Bettini, attorney for a group of 
property 
owners;

owners in the audience. 


In brief the school district op­ 
posed the school’s assessment of 
$8,600. Representatives said they 
had agreed to a revised figure of 
$2,754 but this was not the figure 
adopted by the supervisors.

funds”, “ mystery” , “ timing out of 
step one cog” and other co mpla ints 
at the assessment which they be­ 
lieved was “ out of proportion” to 
the use of the property a nd “ un­ 
fair” to the San Rafael ta x pa y ers.

explained the original assessment 
theory was “ unfair” to the school.

Then, sugar or a substitute can 
be added to taste when the jar is 
opened for use. 
KEEP FLAVOR 
Sugar will, however, help keep 
the shape, the natural flavor, and 
the color of the fruits used for 
canning. It will also improve the 
flavor of fruits low in sugar or 
high in acid. 


For a light sugar sirup for can­ 
ning, boil one cup of cane or beet 
sugar to three cups of water or 
juice. For a medium-light sirup, 
use only two cups of water or 
juice, and for a medium sirup, one 
cup of water or juice to each cup 
of sugar.

Than Average 


SACRAMENTO 
(CNS) — Retail 
sales in California were off 6.03 
per cent for the first quarter of 
1954, 
compared to the previous 
year, the state board of equaliza­ 
tion announced this week as it 
completed the quarterly summary 
of sales tax collections. 
The board said the slowing down 
of business activ ity ev ident in the 
closing quarter of last year con­ 
tinued through the first quarter of 
this year. 
Even though sales were six per 
cent below the record volume for 
the first quarter of 1953, the board 
said the state collected almost a 
hundred million dollars In sales 
and use taxes on $3,320,627,000 of 
self-assessed business. 
The 
tabulation 
showed 
that 
Marin County, from 2,082 licensed 
retail outlets, showed 
$16,519,000 
taxable sales during the quarter, 
which was a decrease of 5.75 per 
cent from the first quarter of 1953. 
Only four 
of 
California’s 58 
counties showed an increase for 
the quarter. 
They were Orange, 
San Mateo, Trinity 
and 
Sutter. 
More than half the counties, how­ 
ever, experienced losses in excess 
of 10 per cent over last year.

Bidders Get 


Bargains At 


Dairy Auction 


The market for “Lazy W” cows 
in Tiburon was distinctly bearish 
yesterday except 
for one 
bull 
which sold for $300. 
Otherwise 
128 Holstein 
dairy 
cows, some purchased for $500 ori­ 
ginally by the Bostick Brothers 
Ranch on Tiburon Boulevard, sold 
for the low average of $165 per 
cow in a five-hour auction, mark­ 
ed mainly by the spirited efforts 
of the auctioneer Frank J. Gomes 
of San Jose. Two pedigreed bulls 
were left unsold. 
Even that energetic man with 
the cowboy hat and auctioneer’s 
fast talking pitch declared with 
disgust, “damn it, I’ve sold worse 
cows than this for $350.” 
NOT READY FOR SALE 
“These cows are not bagged 
up,” 
he practically 
sang 
into 
the microphone as some 75 ranch­ 
ers, kids and just plain sightseers 
looked on. “They haven’t been 
prepared for sale at all. Oppor­ 
tunity knocks please take advant­ 
age of it. Het what do I hear? 
$150. The reason they're selling is 
no milk contract. They don’t need 
this ranch to exist on. Het $200. 
Are you all done? You got ’em." 
With a bang of the gavel, the 
first two cows were led out of the 
ring and the next two brought in, 
as Chris Beck of Petaluma acted 
as ring man, and two other cow­ 
boys gently whipped the cows 
around to show off their fine 
points. 
Reason for the sale was the 
cancellation of the Marin Dell 
Milk Contract, one of 17 cancelled 
in the last few months with small­ 
er ranches. The Bostick ranch had 
been supplying 300 gallons of milk 
daily. 
DIDN’T COME BY 
“The only thing we resented,” 
said Benton Bostick who is also 
a real estate dealer, “was not so 
much the breaking of the con­ 
tract which is usually almost au­ 
tomatically renewed on a year-to- 
year basis. What put us out was 
that they didn’t even come by and 
tell us, but sent us a letter. They 
always managed to com-e by when

105 Cases Cleared 


By Ruling Banning

SAX FRANCISCO (ZP) - A

Rayna 
Tom Carmen, 44, still stands 
in 
the shadow of 
the San 
Quentin Prison gas chamber, 
as the result of a California 
Supreme Court decision yester­ 
day. 
Carmen was 
sentenced 
to 
death in M adera County Su­ 
perior Court for the fatal shooting 
of 16-year-old Wilbur Dan Mc- 
Swain at North Fork, in 1950. 
But last Feb. 1, the State Su- i 
preme Court reversed that convic- j 
tion, holding that since the shoot- I 
ing occurred on a federal reserva­ 
tion, the matter was one for fed­ 
eral—not state—prosecution. 
SPECULATIONS ARISE 
This raised the possibility that 
the cases of all 105 Indians in 
state prisons including some 40 in 
San Quentin might have to be 
re-examined to determine where 
the crimes occurred. 
But the state appealed this de­ 
cision and the Supreme Court 
granted a rehearing for the pur­ 
pose of “giving further considera­ 
tion to the question of receiving 
additional evidence.” 
Yesterday’s 
ruling 
said 
“the 
stipulated facts are insufficient to 
showr that courts of the state were 
without jurisdiction. . . . And 
therefore, the application to pro­ 
duce additional evidence is de­ 
nied.” 
CARTER DISSENTS 
Justice Jesse W. Carter, dis­ 
sented. He said the shooting oc­ 
curred on what is known as the 
Maggie Jim land allotment in 
Madera County and the land was 
held in trust by the United States, 
consequently it was “Indian coun­ 
try.” 
As such, Carter concluded, the 
shooting came under the category 
of crimes by Indians, which should 
be punished under federal laws. 
He denied, as without merit, a 
state contention that California 
had concurrent jurisdiction with 
the federal government in such 
cases. 


LEHI SKIPPER TO GET 
RAFT EQUIPMENT BACK 


SAN FRANCISCO (¿P)-D eV ere Baker has a 
promise today of the return of $7,000 worth of equip­ 
ment picked off his raft Lehi after it was abandoned, 
but now — no raft. 
Baker returned from Mexico after the Coast 
Guard reported his raft had been beached on one of 
the Guadalupe Islands. 
But tides had washed the raft out to sea again by 
the time he arrived. 
Gapt. Nils Farstad of the fidiing boat Brisk sailed 
into port here with the equipment he picked off the 
Lehi when it was adrift. 
The terms, Baker said, were “very fair. Even I 
can afford it.” Capt. Farstad charged him “such a 
nominal price, that I hate even to mention it. ’ He 
didn’t.

Closer control over establish­ 
ment of trailer courts in, Marin 
was voted last night by the Coun­ 
ty Board of Supervisors, but a 
proposed rezoning, which prompt­ 
ed the regulation, was snowed un­ 
der a blizzard of protests. It will 
be taken up again later. 
Zekic Smith appeared before the 
board last night to press the ap­ 
plication 
of 
his 
sister-in-law. 
Freida Smith, for rezoning of a 
13-acre triangle of land adjacent 
to the railroad tracks and across 
Highway 101 from Mt. Olivet Cem­ 
etery north of San Rafael. Pro­ 
posal was to change the zoning 
from agricultural to light indus­ 
trial use. 
There had been fears that the 
Smiths planned to construct a 
trailer park on the property. So 
at the request of the County Plan­ 
ning Commission, s u p e r v i s o r s 
amended the zoning ordinance so 
that no trailer court could be es­ 
tablished In any unincorporated 


part of Marin without a use per­ 
mit from the county. There were 
a few trailer court operators in 
the audience last night, but when 
they were assured the new law 
would not apply to existing opera­ 
tions, thev did not oppose it. 
TONE CHANGES 
The situation changed when the 
board turned to discussion of the 
Smith rezoning application. More 
than 30 persons were in the au­ 
dience, most of them from San 
Rafael Meadow’s, Santa Venetia 
and Gallinas Village. Practically 
all took the flocr during the three- 
hour session and objected to the 
rezoning. 
Only speaker favoring rezoning 
was A1 Bagshaw, attorney for the 
Smiths, who had convinced the 
planning commission in four ear­ 
ner hearings that the application 
should be approved. 
Robert Pendergrass of Marin 
County Development Foundation 
also spoke as a c..izen interested 


in getting light industry for Ma­ 
rin. He warned there is a “short­ 
age of tax dollars from industry” 
here and that he fears the “aver­ 
age home owner” may be taxed 
out of existence in the county. 
But the residents of Las Gal- 
linas valley were worried about 
what 
particular 
light 
industry 
might go in and that it might 
become objectionable to the hun­ 
dreds of home owners in the val­ 
ley. 
RESIDENTS OBJECT 
Francis P. Jenkins, chairman of 
San Rafael Meadows Improvement 
Assn, started the opposition. He 
said his group feels the basin is 
a residential one and that resi­ 
dents there objected to a “blank 
check permit” which might allow 
invasion of objectionable industry. 
He urged the supervisors to keep 
control of any new industry by 
demanding a use permit.

Belvedere Lagoon Property Own­ 
ers Assn. last night voted almost 
unanimously against any munici­ 
pal ownership on the lagoon and 
to continue giving the Belvedere 
Sailing Society access to the area. 
At the same time, the 74 prop­ 
erty owners there voted to start 
legal proceedings with the Bel­ 
vedere Land Co. to take over the 
actual ownership and maintenance 
of the lagoon. 
President Richard Queirolo re­ 
ported this morning that the asso­ 
ciation voted its agreement to have 
the sailing society negotiate with 
the land company for the lease 
of property in the Lagoon. 
Members were against any mun­ 
icipal ownership, however, because 
they felt the city had not properly 
maintained or developed the pres­ 
ently city owned 
property 
that 
could be used for recreation. 
The meeting also drew up a list 
of recommendations to be present­ 
ed to the sailing society suggest­ 
ing a year-to-year lease of lagoon 
property, that the future site loca­ 
tion be approved by the planning 
commission and property owners 
and that swimming be permitted 
society members if it is properly 
organized, controlled and super­ 
vised.

Schooling Is 
Assured For 
Coming Year 


Novato children yesterday 
received assurance of adequate 
schools for the coming year as 
Novato voters approved the 
school tax measure in a special 
election by a resounding four- 
and-a-half 
to 
one 
majority. 
Final unofficial figures were 
1,318 yes and 280 no with 59 
absentee 
ballots 
still 
to 
be 
counted. 
Iotal vote cast was 
1,598, almost double that of any 
previous special school election. 
The election set the school tax 
rate at $2.80 per $100 assessed 
valuation for both high school and 
elementary 
school 
maintenance 
and operation costs. Bus service is 
included. The voters had reject­ 
ed a request for a $3.50 tax rate 
in the June 8 election by a mar­ 
gin of less than 20 votes. 
VICTORY RALLY 
Credit for the victory was given 
last night at a victory rally at 
Marion Avenue School to the cam­ 
paign committee precinct workers 
who fought for the tax measure’s 
passage. 
Following the June defeat, an 
emergency campaign 
committee 
was created, headed by Maj. Char­ 
les Maloney, the Rev. Joseph East­ 
er, John Angeloni and Chaplain 
Conway Lanford. 
Speakers last night urged that 
the organization should not be 
disbanded but should continue not 
only as a political campaign group 
but as a community educational 
council as well. 
COMMUNITY EFFORT 
In complimenting the campaign 
group, Novato School Supt. Wil­ 
liam J. J. Smitl\ said, “I hope 
that I will live to see the day, and 
now I think I may, when Novato 
will be looked upon as an example 
of fine community effort on behalf 
of schools.” 
The tone of the meeting was 
one of relief rather than jubila­ 
tion, and the campaign leaders im­ 
mediately directed their sights up­ 
on the next elections which will be 
necessary to provide funds for 
school buildings. At present the 
Novato school board has no au­ 
thority to raise or spend any funds 
for school construction, Leo Mind- 
ling told the group. Mindling is 
president of the North Marin Civic 
Council and has been an active 
campaign worker. 
BUILDING FUND NEXT 
“This election provided funds 
only for the maintenance and op­ 
eration of the schools w*e have,’* 
Mindling said. He added that 
sometime 
during 
the 
winter 
months an election will be needed 
to provide school building funds 
for both a high school and elem­ 
entary schools and that another 
tax election will be needed in the 
spring as the present tax rate is 
for one year only. 
Bowing out of the campaign 
group because of a military pro­ 
hibition against politics, Mkjor 
Maloney 
expressed 
appreciation 
for the work of the campaigners.

The House last night completed 
congressional action on the atomic 
energy bill and sent it to the 
President for his signature.

ATOM BILL 
As finally passed, the measure 
opens the field of atom ic energy 
to private industry,

the way for President Elsenhower's 
atom s-for-peace plan. 
Senate passage on the farm bill 
cam e in the early m orning hours 
today following a last-ditch fight 
by farm 
state senators 
which 
threatened tem porarily to defeat 
the measure. Earlier the House 
passed the bill 208 to 47 after 
beating down a farm bloc move 
to kill it. 
COMMUNIST BAN 
M eanwhile 
Senate 
Republican 
Leader K nowland of California 
said today he thought it was still 
possible to reach a bi-partisan 
agreem ent 
on 
a 
m uch-tossed- 
about bill to ban the Communist 
party. 
Twice yesterday adm inistration 
leaders were rebuffed, first by the 
Senate and then by the House, 
In their efforts to keep out of the

The double setback was a sur­ 
prise upset for Republican leaders 
after they had engineered a move 
th a t only the day before put the 
bill through the House in a form 
satisfactory to President Eisen­ 
hower.

It’s Rebuilt Both Men And Ships 


V A LLEJO . C alif (/PI—Did you 
ever hear of a comm unity raising 
$200,000 to throw a birthday p ar. 
ty for a naval shipyard? 
It is a bit unusual. But the 
citizens here have chipped 
in 
th at am ount to celebrate next 
m onth the 100th anniversary of 
the founding of the M are Islan d 
N aval B ase by brusque David G. 
Farragu t, later to become Am eri­ 
c a ’s first adm iral. 
T he long, low island at the 
northern end of San Francisco 
B ay had been bought by the 
Navy for $83,491, and was the 
first link in its chain of defenses 
of the Pacific Coast. 


F A R R A G L T , WHO had joined 
the Navy at the age of 10, was 
50 years old then. He had no way 
of knowing that within another 
decade 
he 
would 
become 
the 
hero of the battle of Mobile Bay,

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TAXCS AND YOU-XI 
Many Groups Get 
Relief In New Law 


REMEMBER 
WHEN? 


(N O TE: One of a series.) 


Bv CH A R LES F. B A R R E T T 
W ASHINGTON (ZP) Widows or 
widowers, 
policemen, 
m inisters, 
w riters, artists, inventors, busi­ 
ness partners . . . 
T axpayers who sell their home, 
support a 
parent 
in 
another 
town, live in cooperative housing 
projects, or get income in a d ­ 
vance for a future period . . . 
All these groups m ay find tax 
benefits for them alm ost hidden 
in the hundreds of thousands of 
wordsf of the next tax revision 
act. 
M ost of the changes are ef­ 
fective last Ja n . 1, and will show 
up in tax returns due next April 
15. Here is a rundown on possi­ 
ble tax cuts 
for 
these 
special 
groups: 
W IDOW S, W IDOW ERS — For 
two years after the death of a 
wife or husband, you m ay still 
split your income for tax pur­ 
poses as m ost m arried couples do. 
T his often puts you in a lower 
tax bracket. But to claim this 
provision, you m ust be support­ 
ing a dependent son or daugh­ 
ter. 
SIN G L E HEAD of households 
—You m ay now qualify for this 
tax status if you are sm gle and 
support a parents who lives away 
from your own home. 
Under the old law, the parent 
had to live in your home. The 
“single head of household” sta ­ 
tus gives you one-half the bene­ 
fits of income splitting, explained 
above. 
PO LICEM EN — Now can de­ 
duct subsistence allowances up 
to $5 a day, which were counted 
as taxable income under the old 
law. This could m ean a tax cut 
of about $364 a year for m any 
federal, state and local officers. 
M IN IST E R S — C ash paym ents 
to a m inister for rental of a 
home were counted as income 
under the old law, although the 
rental value of a parsonage pro­ 
vided for the m inister was e x ­ 
empt. Under the new law, the 
cash allowance also is exem pt to 
the extent it is actually used for 
housing. 
IN V EN TO RS, writers, artists— 
Under the old law. income from 
a project which took less than 
three years to complete was taxed 
in the year in which it was re­ 
ceived. Income 
from 
projects 
which took three years or more, 
even though received in one veaf, 
could be spread for tax purposes 
over three back years. Under the 
new law, income m ay be spread 


over a period of 
years 
if 
the 
project takes only two years or 
more to complete. This m eans 
income 
from 
more such work 
m ay be spread, and thus taxed 
at a lower rate. 
W riters and artists m ay spread 
income over the actual period of 
work up to 36 m onths. The time 
spread for inventors has been in­ 
creased from 36 to 60 m onths. 
You qualify for this advantage 
only if 80 per cent or more of 
the income from the project is 
received in one year. Otherwise, 
you pay taxes on the income as 
it is received year by year. 
SA LE OF HOM ES — Profit 
from sale of a personal residence 
is taxed unless invested in an ­ 
other home. Even then, the prof­ 
it is kept in the record. If you 
later sell the second home, or a 
third 
or 
fourth or fifth, and 
don’t reinvest all your profits in 
another home, the total profit 
on all the transactions can be 
taxed. In figuring your profit, 
the new law perm its you to de­ 
duct such selling expenses as real 
estate com m issions and “ fixing 
up’’ costs — painting and other 
im provem ents completed 90 days 
before the sale, in order to help 
m ake the house salable. 
CO O PERATIVE housing — If 
you live in a cooperative housing 
project, the new law perm its you 
to deduct your share of interest 
and taxes paid by the coopera­ 
tive. The old law granted this de­ 
duction only to taxpayers living 
in cooperative apartm ents. 
B U SIN E S S P A R T N E R S—P art­ 
ners who meet a complex list of 
qualifications m ay choose to pay 
taxes as a corporation, rather 
than individual income taxes on 
their partnership proceeds. This 
m ay be a big advantage to p art­ 
ners in top income brackets. But 
m ost professional groups, such 
as doctors, lawwers, accountants 
and engineers, are ruled but. 
PREPA ID INCOM E _ Under 
the old law, if you received a 
lum p-sum paym ent for use of 
property or your services over 
a number of future years, the in­ 
come was fully taxed in the year 
it w as received. T h is would apply 
to rentals, leases, television ser­ 
vice contracts, club dues, and so 
forth. Under the new law, this 
income m ay be spread for tax 
purposes over the years in which 
the income is actually earned 
and in which your costs are in ­ 
curred. In m ost cases this period 
cannot exceed five years after 
receipt of the income. 


If you as a consum er are ex ­ 
pecting the end of 
high 
rigid 
farm price supports, as ju st vot­ 
ed by Congress, to bring down 
food costs appreciably, if at all, 
at your grocery m arket, it would 
be ju st as well to forget about 
it. It h asn ’t happened so far and 
there is no evidence that it will. 
Farm prices have been going 
down alm ost uniform ly. R etail 
prices 
have 
been 
m aintaining 
their peak levels alm ost uniform ­ 
ly, som etim es increasing. There 
is no visible prospect th at this 
pattern will change, 


T H ER E ARE reasons. On the 
basis of figures provided by the 
D epartm ent of Agriculture, high 
food 
costs are not the result . f 
high 
retail profits and they are 
not the result of some pernicious 
m iddlem an’s plot to gouge the 
housewife. 
I count m yself no apologist of 
high food 
prices, but the rea­ 
sons 
retail 
prices have not de­ 
clined while farm prices have 
declined are prim arily the high 
labor costs involved in all a s­ 
pects of processing and d istri­ 
bution and the fancier, costlier 
m ethods of packaging which the 
consum ers prefer even if they do 
cost more. 


T H E 
AVERAGE 
m arketing 
spread for all foods — which is 
the difference between w hat the 
farm er gets and what the con­ 
sum er pays — is today about 56 
cents of the consum er dollar. This 
is actually six cents less than it 
was in 1939, though five cents 
higher than it was in 1945. since 
which time the drop in farm 
prices has not been reflected in 
a drop in retail prices. Here are 
a few’ exam ples drawn from of­ 
ficial governm ent statistics: 
In Ju ne of 
this 
year 
farm 
prices declined 4 per cent: re­ 
tail food prices advanced 
per 
cent. 


IN 1953, W HILE w heat prices 
were declining 6 per cent, retail 
prices of 
cereals 
and 
bakery 
products increased 2 
per 
cent. 
Further increases in retail prices 
have occurred in 1954 although 
farm prices of wheat have gone 
down further. 
In Jan u ary 1948 the farm price 
of wheat reached a peak of $2.81 
a bushel and the average price 
of a one-pound loaf of bread w as 
13.8 cents. Today the farm price 
of wheat has dropped to $1.91 a 
bushel yet the average price of 
a one-pound loaf of bread h as 
increased 
to 
17 
cents. Thus 
while 
the price of wheat de­ 
clined 32 per cent, the price of 
bread has advanced 23 per cent. 
The farm value of the wheat in 


a one-pound loaf of bread it 
only 2.7 cents. 


IN TH E L A ST half of 1947 the 
farm value of the com in a 12- 
ounce package of corn flakes w a* 
4.5 cents and the average retail 
price was 16 cents. In the first 
three m onths of 1954 the farm 
value of the corn in this pack­ 
age of corn flakes had dropped 3 
cents, while the average retail 
price of the 
corn 
flakes 
had 
jum ped to 22 cents. 
Both the farm prices of milk 
and butterfat 
and 
the 
retail 
prices of dairy products reached 
a peak in 1952. Since then farm 
prices have dropped 20 points 
while retail 
prices 
dropped 
9 
points on the 
index 
of 
dairy 
prices. 
Farm ers who supply milk for 
the Chicago m arket received 8 
cents a quart and farm ers who 
supply milk for the New York 
City m arket received 12 cents a 
quart in Ju n e of this year for 
the 
milk for fluid use which 
cost urban housewives 25 cents a 
quart delivered to their doors. 


T H IS STREA D between farm 
prices and retail prices is bound 
to seem inordinately high to the 
consumer, particularly when the 
drop in farm prices is not re­ 
flected 
in 
any .drop 
in retail 
prices. 
But retail prices are not fixed 
whimsically. They 
reflect 
ob­ 
jective economic factors and if 
farm prices had not come down 
very probably retail prices would 
have gone up still further. 
The added services dem anded, 
or at least accepted, by consum ­ 
ers constitutes one of the im ­ 
portant reasons. There h as been 
a steady upward trend in the 
am ount of m arketing service pro­ 
vided to the housewife, including 
cut-up poultry instead of live 
chickens, 
frozen 
instead 
of 
canned food, ready-to-m ake bis­ 
cuits and cake m ix instead of 
flour. 


T H IS IS ONE of the circum ­ 
stances which explains the fact 
th at the number of workers in 
the m arketing 
of 
farm 
food 
products increased from 3 4 to 
4 9 million 
between 
1929 
and 
1953. 
T ransportation, 
p r o c e ssing, 
w holesaling and 
retailing 
are 
costly but needed item s along th« 
road from farm er to consumer. 
Profits of 
all 
food 
m arketing 
agencies take less than 4 cents 
out of the consum er’s dollar. 
More efficient m arketing could 
help, but only slightly. I know of 
no one 
who foresees anything 
likely to change this price pic­ 
ture.

Merrydale Sewer Talk Snags 


Existing plans for the $80,496 
M errydale sewer line and tre a t­ 
m ent plant project blew up yes­ 
terday a t an inform al discussion 
held by the County Board of Su­ 
pervisors. 
A fter hearing representatives of 
the San Rafael school board and 
property owners protest the dis­ 
trict’s special assessment, approved 
by the board of supervisors last 
week, the supervisors decided to 
reopen the assessment hearings. 
Tentatively set for 2:30 p.m.! 
Sept. 7, the hearings will include 
both the assessments for the proj­ 
ect and the proposed annexation 
of the project area to San Rafael 
Meadows. 
Before the discussion, C hairm an 
W illiam Fusselman made it clear 
th a t the board of supervisors wras 
not the “instigator” of the project. 
He said the project was started 
by property owners in the area. 
The board was the o ffcial body 
through which the group m ust 
work. 


As tension m ounted and tem pers 
flared, representatives attem pted 
to clear up a series of m isunder­ 
standings about the project and 
the recently-adopted assessment 
figures. 
Representatives included K en­ 
neth Jones, legal counsel for the 
project; Lawrence W right, atto r­ 
ney for some property owners in ­ 
cluded in the district; Harold Ful­ 
kerson, San R afael school board 
member;

People on special sugarless diets 
still can take advantage of this 
season of the year to can Cali­ 
fornia’s fruits. Contrary to the 
opinion of some, fruits may be 
canned with or without sugar. 
Fruits that are canned unsweet­ 
ened should say so on the label. 
Then, sugar or a substitute can 
be added to taste W’hen the jar is 
opened for use. 
KEEP FLAVOR 
Sugar will, however, help keep 
the shape, the natural flavor, and 
the color of the fruits used for 
canning. It will also improve the 
flavor of fruits low in sugar or 
high in acid. 


For a light sugar sirup for can­ 
ning, boil one cup of cane or beet 
sugar to three cups of water or 
juice. For a medium-light sirup, 
use only two cups of water or 
juice, and for a medium sirup, one 
cup of water or juice to each cup 
of sugar.

Broiling

technique that deserves to have 
wider acceptance. We first got 
interested in this way of cooking 
the bird via one of our favorite 
cookbooks—published early in the 
century. There we found it fea­ 
tured on at leas! half a dozen 
menus. Three of these late-Vic­ 
torian ways of serving broiled tur­ 
key are 
particularly 
appealing: 
with 
broiled 
bacon 
and 
water 
cress, grilled sweet potatoes or 
thin slices of lightly broiled Vir­ 
ginia ham. 
BEST WEIGHT 
If you want to try broiling tu r­ 
key, get yourself one of the young 
broiler-fryer turkeys now avail- 1 
able. We have used the four-to- 
five pound (ready-to-cook weight) j 
turkeys with creat success, and I 
they are meaty enough to erive 
generous servings. 
To prepare the bird 
for the 
broiling pan. have it quartered 
and the neck, wing tips, keel bone 
and spinal bone removed. Clean in 
cold water and dry. Before broil­ 
ing. we like to rub the quartered 
turkey with a generous amount 
of olive oil and dust It with pap­ 
rika : we season with salt and 
freshly-ground pepper after broil- 
ing. 
PRKP\RATION 
Use the bottom part of the broil- 1 
ing pan without the rack, or some 
other shallow pan, and place the 
turkey skin side down on it. The 
top of the turkey should be 7 to 9 
Inches from the heat, and the heat 
or pan should be adjusted so th a t, 
[he turkey begins to brown lightly 
in about 10 minutes. If it doesn’t, 
your pan is too low or your heat 
not high enough; or if it is brown­ 
ing too quickly, your pan will have j 
to be lowered or your heat de- 
cieased. We brush the bird—using 
a pastry brush—with the fat and 
drippings in the pan. or add more ; 
olive oil if needed. We turn the 
bird once in a while, according to 
the way it is coloring, until it is 
rooked through and the skin is 
crispy-brown. This takes us about 
an hour, but a longer time may be 
necessary. You may use butter, 
margarine, or some other fat for 
the turkey, and you may also sea­ 
son with salt and pepper before 
broiling. 
If you have an electric-glass j 
tray you will find it perfect for , 
serving. We like to cut the wings 
from the breast meat, and the 
drumsticks from the thighs before 
putting the broiled turkey on the 1 


' tray; this makes eating easier and j 
also helps family and guests to j 
>hare their favorite parts. With 
the tray plugged into a convenient | 
outlet, the turkey stays deliciously , 
hot without drying out. 


SOUP COURSE 
We prefaced a broiled turkey 
I supper, 
recently, 
with 
a quick j 
chilled rrcam of clam soup. To j 
make the soup use a can of N ew ; 
England type clam chowder or a j 
can of vichysoisse, a can of minced 
( lams (about 7-ounce size) and a 
cup of cream or milk—or a mix­ 
ture of cream and milk—to start 
with, and more cream or milk to 
get the flavor and consistency you j 
like. Let the soup stand in the re- j 
frigerator long enough to blend 
flavors and chill. At serving time, i 
sprinkle each serving with minced ; 
chives; or use finely chopped green 
onion tops—though chives are best, 
served curried rice and chutney. 
To prepare the rice, steam a cup 
of converted-type rice according 
to package directions until th e ; 
water has been absorbed. Toss j 
with 2 tablespoons of butter or 
margarine and

teaspoon

more)

nolias aren't available, use sliv- - 
ered blanched (but not toasted* 
almonds.

Best descriptions from 
sleuthing members of the press in 
Paris indicate th at the new gar­ 
m ent is a “long cage, reaching 
from waistline to above the bosom, 
with no cups.”
